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The  National  Council  of  Churches 


ON  August  18,  1958,  Secretary  oC  Stale  Juhn  Foster 
Dulles  made  a  speech  in  New  York  City  before  the 
Veteran*  of  Foreign  War*.  He  summarized  American 
foreign  policy  in  the  statement  that  we,  in  America,  are 
prepared  to  “subordinate  our  judgment  to  the  collec- 
live  judgment  of  the  work)  community.*’ 

He  said  this  with  reaped  "to  our  willingness  to 
withdraw  our  troop*  from  Lebanon  whenever  the  UN' 
General  Aucfnbly  found  that  American  troop#  were 
unnecessary. 

In  short  the  United  State#  ia  in  the  hands  of  a  world 
government.  There  is  no  question  that  on  this  policy, 
U*th  Mr.  Dulles  and  President  Eisenhower  are  in  agree¬ 
ment. 

Did  the  American  people  ever  authorize  Dulles  to 
suggest  such  a  policy?  Did  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  ever  authorize  R? 

The  answer  to  both  question*  ia  an  emphatic  “No"! 
Mr.  Dulles'  statement  above  quoted  indicates  no  recent 
change  of  mind.  For  he  has  been  tending  in  this  direc¬ 
tion  for  many  years.  That  it  perhaps  why  he  has  been 
so  able  to  serve  under  both  Democratic  and  Republican 
Administrations.  The  internationalists  of  both  Parties 
hove  been  glad  to  have  him.  Though  many  will  be  un¬ 
willing  to  believe  it.  it  is  becoming  clearer  every  day 
that  a  major  force  which  has  aided  Dulles  in  his  policy 
ami  with  which  he  has  long  closely  worked,  and  in 
which  he  has  held  high  office,  it  The  National  Council 
of  Churches  of  Christ  in  the  U.5LA. 

MR.  EDGAR  C  BUNDY  of  the  Church  League  si 
America  has  written  a  book,  C alien u vism  in  the 
Churches.  It  will  pay  anyone  to  read  this  hook.  It  b 
well  documented.  It  notes  that  the  movement,  which, 
until  November  29,  1950,  was  known  as  The  Federal 
Council  of  Churches,  became  on  that  date,  along  with 
seven  other  agencies.  The  National  Council  of  Churches. 
Since  many  of  the  leading  officials  and  policies  of  the 
Federal  Council  have  continued  as  thoae  of  the  National 
Council,  the  movement  as  a  whole  may  be  considered 
as  one. 

This  National  Council  pretends  to  speak  for  the  Prot- 
rsUnt  churches  generally  ia  the  United  Stale*.  Yet  it 
b  one  of  the  most  undemocratic  ally  organized  group* 
to  he  found  anywhere  in  the  country,  rivaling  in  this 
respect  even  some  of  the  great  left-wing  labor  group*. 

An  illustration  b  the  Ohio  Pastor’s  Convention,  which 
b  a  kind  of  subsidiary  of  the  National  Council,  although 
thousands  of  Ohio  pastor*  do  not  belong  either  to  the 
Convention,  the  Ohio  Council  of  Churches  or  the  National 
or  World  Council*.  Says  Mr.  Bundy  lp.13): 


“The  Ohio  Pastor's  Convention  b  merely  a  state 
instrument  for  pasting  on  the  propaganda  of  the 
National  Council  to  those  local  churches  in  Ohio 
which  are  affiliated  with  the  National  and  Wotld 

Councils.”

THE  Christian  churches  of  thb  country  are  supposed 
to  be  built  upon  the  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ  as  set 
forth  in  the  New  Testament.  But  the  National  Council 
has  made  in  effect  a  cardinal  point  of  its  activities  that 
it  “does  not  go  into  the  details  of  doctrine  ** 

Mr.  Bundy  say*  on  page  15  of  his  book: 

"The  Federal  Council  has  never  been  interested 
in  the  great  doctrines  of  live  Christian  faith.  It  says 
that  any  denomination  that  comes  into  fellowship 
with  it  can  interpret  the  divinity  of  Christ  in  any 
manner  it  sees  hi  and  never  he  questioned  " 

Hie  action  of  the  intellectual  leaders  of  the  National 
Council  in  playing  down  the  divinity  of  Christ  b  remi¬ 
niscent  of  the  action  of  Harvard  University  some  25 
years  ago.  The  shield  of  the  University  had  from  time 
immemorial  borne  the  words  “Ferita* — Christa  el  Kc- 
cfeztae’’— “Truth  for  Christ  and  the  Church.**  For  Har¬ 
vard  had  been  founded  by  God-fearing  Christians.  But 
about  1934  the  words  Christo  el  Eccienae  were  quietly 
dropped.  Formerly  the  full  motto  hod  appeared  on  the 
flyleaf  of  aQ  the  catalogues  of  the  University.  One  of  u* 
(minted  this  out  to  the  librarian  of  a  Harvard  Club  in 
a  large  American  city;  and  he  observed,  “Oh,  ye*.  You 
see  I  think  they  felt  they  ought  to  get  away  from  any 
narrow  cuonolation.*’ 

For  a  great  secular  institution  to  get  away  from  thb 
“narrow  connotation"  b  significant  indeed.  But  what 
shall  we  think  when  a  group  that  pretend*  to  represent 
a  large  part  of  the  Christians  in  thb  country  likewise 
denies  Chri*t?  Is  it  anv  wonder  thy  the  situation  in 
supposedly  Christian  America  b  deteriorating  fast? 

THE  evtent  to  which  the  National  Council  ha*  de¬ 
parted  from  any  pretense  of  support  of  Christianity 
was  shown  in  the  second  meeting  of  the.  World  Council 
of  Churches  at  Evamlon.  Illinois,  in  1954.  At  that  time, 
several  representative*  of  alleged  Christian  churches  be¬ 
hind  the  Iron  Curtain,  and  hence  subject  to  Soviet 
Russia,  were  permitted  bv  some  evasion  of  law  to  get 
into  the  United  States.  These  included  Bishop  Janos 
Peter  of  Hungary.  The  American  Legion  protested  the 
admission  of  these  Iron  Curtain  "church  leaders."  But 
thev  were  admitted,  and  mingled  with  the  religious  and 
political  leaders  of  thb  country. 


Says  Mr.  Bundy: 

"Their  ami  nil  that  they  aloud  for,  were 

rr idor-ed  on  the  lop  level:  the  highc*t  government 
ollrt  lain,  inducting  llie  President  of  ihe  United  Glides 
•ml  In*  Secretary  of  Slate,  shared  the  platform  with 
these  opportune  l»r,  murdering  CumniuniM  clergy* 
men." 

F1llflM  lime  «ul  of  mind,  ihere  Have  liren  men  and 
women  who  have  navcd  power.  Many  of  the  leader* 
of  (hr  National  Council  are  of  this  type. 

Mr.  Dundy  says  on  page  23: 

'I poking  over  Ihe  re*  ord  of  the  Federal  Council 
•ml  it*  successor,  Ihe  National  Council,  down 
through  the  year*,  one  will  find  the  startling  fart 
that  men  how  been  elevated  to  the  hi  thru  position 
in  the  Council  not  lrci'auu>  of  their  tie  feme  of  the 
(,o*/-rl  hut  because  they  Here  recognised  modernists 
or  liberal »  and  were  noted  for  their  denial*  of  htf 
tone  dortrines  of  the  Christian  faith 
A  hook,  entitled  History  of  ihe  American  Kay.  is 
being  used  in  many  aecular  high  schools.  Under  a  sob 
heaa,  The  Churches  Plan  Their  Pari  in  a  Reform  Age, 
tin*  hook  aaya  on  page  24  (emphaaia  added): 

"When  the  hiatoriap  looks  at  the  church  during 
these  years,  what  dors  he  find?  More  .important 
than  anything  else  he  finds  a  willingness  to  spend  less 
time  and  energy  in  thinking  and  preaching  about 
the  Ufe  to  come .  and  more  on  trying  to  do  some¬ 
thing  about  conditions  in  this  world.  Church  leaders 
were  km  occupied  with  debating  the  details  of  their 
different  beliefs  and  more  with  fighting  the  evila 
around  them.  Seminaries  jwhere  clergymen  were 
trained  also  gave  less  attention  to  some  of  the  old 
studies  and  more  to  sociology  (the  arience  of  so- 
ciety)." 

Say*  Bundy ;  "When  the  leaders  of  the  Feeders!  f.oun- 
dl  threw  doctrine  but  of  the  window.  Socialism  came  in 
•ml  took  over  the  churches"  (p.  24) 

In  many  *  respects,  the  National  Council  program  la 
not  unlike  that  of  Karl  Marx.  But  as  Mr.  Bundy  points 
trail 

“A  prime  different  t-  between  Karl  Mas  ami  the 
modernist  leadership  of  The  Federal  Council  ol 
Churches  is  that  Mars  did  not  fJay  the  hypocrite .** 
Ami  Mr.  Bundy  adds: 

"The  modernist  chur<  hlcader,  however,  use* 
Biblical  words  and  phio*e»  to  cover  up  his  espousal 
of  the  Swialistie  Cos|«l  promulgated  by  Mai*  and 
his  uHiewnrs" 

hate  stated  that  llie  rank  and  file  memltei*  of 
”  the  church  have  no  opportunity  to  vote  on  any  of 
the  gird  questions  which  thee  religious  political  leaders, 
of  the  National  Connell  are  ailing  upon.  Several  years 
agu  a  letter  waa  sent  out  on  Ihe  stationery  of  the  Na. 
lional  Conncfl,  297  Fourth  Aye.,  New  York,  that  hme 
o«  the  hilr.rhrad  the  name*  of  the  Hi  Rev.  Henry  Knot 
Sherrill.  President,  Kev  Samuel  Metres  Cavert.  Gen¬ 
eral  Secretary .  and  Charles  P.  Taft.  Department  Chair¬ 
man.  The  letter,  under  date  of  November  10,  1952,  was 
•itrwd  by  Walter  P.  Heuther.  President,  UAW-C10, 
john  G.  Ramsay,  Public  Relations  Director,  Organising 
Committee,  CIO,  and  by  Ted  F.  Silvey,  Secretary,  Na¬ 
tional  CIO.  Community  Services  Committee. 


This  letter  said  that  the  signers  had  “worked  closely 
with  the  Department  of  the  Church  and  Economic  Life 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches."  It  urged  that 
"Labor  and  the  Churches  should  stand  shoulder  to 
■houbler  in  the  fight  for  iustke  and  brotherhood  in  in¬ 
dustrial  and  economic  life."  The  letter  asked  for  sub¬ 
scriptions  and  that  checks  should  be  made  "payable  to 
the  National  Council  of  Churches  ” 

In  February.  1950,  The  Church  and  Economic  Life 
Department  of  the  National  Council  held  a  conference 
in  New  York.  Bishop  Oxnam  presided,  and  Victor  and 
Walter  Heutber  of  the  United  Auto  Workers,  CIO.  "were 
the  chief  experts  for  The  Fedetal  Council  of  Churches 
on  labor  relations.**  To  her  credit,  Frances  Perkins,  then 
Secretary  of  Labor,  and  a  delegate  In  the  convention, 
was  so  disturbed  by  the  conclusions  brought  in  by  the 
various  study  groups  In  the  final  session  that  she  rose 
and  said: 

"Why  should  we  meet  with  a  lot  of  half-baked 
people  to  discuss  things  they  know  nothing  about? 
The  clergy's  duty  is  to  guide  people  in  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  God  and  not  in  politics  and  economics  " 

And  immediately  she  left  the  meeting. 

ON'E  of  the  many  activities  of  the  National  Council  Is 
the  Council  of  Church  Women,  of  which  Mrs. 
James  D.  Wykcr  was  president  in  1952. 

This  organization  has  developed  a  network  over  the 
country  which  reaches  down  to  the  local  level,  enabling 
this  handful  of  women  "to  influence  public  opinion.** 
These  local  unit*  of  the  Council  of  Church  Women,  in- 
spired  by  their  headquartrra,  have  worked:  to  defeat  the 
Brtckcr  Amendment,  in  favor  of  foreign  spending, 
again**  restrictive  immigration  laws,  for  Federal  aid  to 
schools,  and  for  or  against  many  other  national  or  In¬ 
ternational  political  issues  upon  which  the  national 
leaders  have  taken  a  stand — without  consulting  the  local 
church  women. 

The  positions  taken  by  this  Council  were  generally 
socialistic  or  communistic. 

The  Council  of  Church  Women,  according  to  Mr. 
Bundy: 

"has  disseminated,  on  every  level,  literature  on  the 
United  Nations,  world  order,  UNICEF,  appropria¬ 
tion*  for  aid  to  Communiat-avmpathlsing  India  for 
her  'economic  development,  ratification  of  the 
Genocide  Convention,  renewal  of  a  reciprocal-trade 
agreements  program,  and  many  other  political  and 
economic  themes  which,  whether  good  or  bad.  are 
wholly  unrelated  to  God  and  personal  salvation." 

NOW,  it  b  of  interest  that  many  of  the  leading  figures 
in  the  National  Council  have  had  left-wing,  if  not 
outright  communistic,  records  as  found  by  the  House 
Committee  on  Un-American  Activities  and  by  other  re¬ 
sponsible  Congressional  <  ommiltres  Th»*se  include  Bish¬ 
op  (,.  Bromley  Oxnam,  Dr.  Kalph  W.  Soriunso.  Roswell 
I*.  Barnes,  Samuel  Metres  Cavert,  Edwin  T.  Dahlbcrg 
i  now  president  of  the  National  Council!),  Bishop  Wil¬ 
liam  Scarlett.  Luther  A.  Weigle,  and  many  others.  Dr. 
Luther  Weigle,  formerly  of  the  Yale  Divinity  School,  was 
llie  head  of  the  committee  which  brought  out  the  Re¬ 
vised  Standard  Version  of  the  Bible,  described  as  a  new 
translation. 

Mr.  Bundy  says  on  page  53: 

"Noted  Hebrew  and  Greek  scholars,  examining 
the  text,  found  that  it  waa  not  a  translation  at  all 


but  an  ‘interpretation.*  It  was  written  by  radical 
liberals  of  the  International  Council  of  Religious  Ed¬ 
ucation  [a  subsidiary  of  the  National  Council). 
Eight  of  these  men  have  left-wing  records,  and  one 
of  the  eight  had  more  than  twenty-five  left-wing 
associations." 

One  of  the  most  active  member  organizations  of  the 
National  Council  has  been  the  Methodist  Federation  for 
Social  Action.  Recently  the  Methodist  Church  ordered 
this  "federation"  to  drop  the  word  “Methodist." 

In  July  1953,  the  late  Benjamin  F.  Gitlow,  who 
formerly  had  held  high  office  in  Ihe  Communist  Party, 
testified  before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activitic*  that  outteanding  among  ministers  who  active¬ 
ly  supported  the  Communist  Party  in  the  1920's  were 
Dr.  Harry  F.  Ward  and  the  Rev.  John  Haynes  Holmes. 
Gitlow  testified  that  Dr.  Ward,  professor  of  Christian 
Ethics  of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  was  one  of 
the  principal  indiv  iduals  invoked  in  the  communist  con¬ 
spiracy  to  subvert  the  Methodist  Church  for  communist 
purposes.  He  testified  further,  when  asked  what  organi¬ 
sation  played  a  most  prominent  part  in  the  Communist 
infiltration  of  religion: 

"...  the  Methodist  Federation  for  Social  Ac¬ 
tion.  ...  It  set  the  pattern  for  setting  up  similar 
organisations  in  the  other  Protestant  denomtna 
lions." 

A  T  the  same  bearing  in  July,  1953,  Mr.  kuntig,  Coun- 
sel  for  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Ac¬ 
tivities.  exchanged  the  following  questions  and  answers 
with  Mr.  Leonard  Patterson,  a  former  leader  of  the 
Communist  Party: 

"Mr.  Kunxig—I  would  like  to  ask  you  one  further 
question.  Did  you  ever  see  any  examples  of  young 
ministers  sent  out  to  churches  by  the  Union  Thco 
logical  Seminary  who  were  Communists? 

Mr.  Patterson— Yea. 

Mr.  Kunxig— Would  you  describe  that  to  the  com¬ 
mittee? 

Mr.  Pattrrson — Yea.  While  1  was  in  Baltimore  two 
members  who  had  graduated  from  Dr.  Ward's 
Seminary  came  down  to  Baltimore  for  assign¬ 
ment  to  their  ministerial  duties;  at  the  same  time 
Ihey  came  for  assignment  for  their  Communist 
duties  from  the  section  committee  of  the  Balti¬ 
more  section  of  the  Communist  Party. 

They  were  Party  members  when  they  got  there. 
They  explained  that  they  were  recruited  as  Party 
members  by  Dr.  Ward  while  they  were  studying 
under  him." 

IfR.  John  Foster  Dulles  took  a  leading  part  in  the 
preparation  for  and  in  the  holding  of  the  San 
Francisco  confctencr  in  1945,  at  which  the  United  Na¬ 
tions  was  set  up.  Already  the  eager  beaver  political 
rhurrhmen,  who  had  Iwi  so  active  in  the  formation  first 
of  the  Federal  Council,  and  later,  in  1950.  its  successor, 
the  National  Council,  were  hard  si  work  oo  an  organi¬ 
zation  to  be  aet  up  and  railed  The  World  Council  ol 
Churches.  In  December,  1945,  John  D.  Rockefeller.  Jr., 
contributed  •  million  dollars  to  the  "Friends  of  The 
World  Council  of  Churches." 

The  Mew  York  Times  ol  July  30,  1946  quoted  Johtt 
Foster  Dulles: 

“We  are  aiming  at  a  top  organization,  interna- 


t tonal  in  character,  to  coordinate  the  thinking  and 
action  of  Protestant  denominations  through  their 
national  organization.  We  will  attempt  to  makr  it 
do  for  religion  what  labor  does  through  the  World 
Federation  of  Trade  Unions." 

In  March,  1942,  the  Federal  Council  held  a  National 
Study  Conference  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  University.  John 
hosier  Dulles,  Chairman  of  the  Federal  Council's  Inter- 
church  Commission  to  Study  the  Bases  for  a  lust  and 
Durable  Peace,  submitted  a  report  which  was  adopted 
by  the  375  "self-styled  overseers  of  Protestantism  m  the 
Lulled  Stale*."  This  report  called  for; 

1 .  Ultimately  a  world  government  of  delegated  powers. 

2.  Complete  abandonment  of  United  State*  isola¬ 
tionism. 

3.  Strong  immediate  limitations  on  national  # sov¬ 
ereignty  • 

4-  International  control  of  all  armies  and  nsiies. 

5.  A  universal  system  of  monoy 

6.  World- wide  freedom  of  immigration. 

7.  Progressive  elimination  of  all  tariff  and  quota  re¬ 
strictions  on  world  trade 

8.  A  democratically  controlled  international  bank. 

On  this  occasion,  England's  Dr.  William  Paion,  later 

to  bo  appointed  co-soeretary  of  The  World  Council  of 
Churches  said.  "Collectivism  is  coming,  whether  we  like 
it  or  not." 

In  his  book.  “Pioneer*  for  Pence  Through  Religion.'' 
Dr.  Charles  S.  Mecfarland,  former  Secretary  of  The 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  says  (quoted  on  p,  172  of 
the  Bundy  book): 

“The  San  Francisco  Conference,  with  represents 
threo  from  50  nations  wee  the  mute  important  meet¬ 
ing  of  our  generation.  The  purpooe  of  the  con¬ 
ference  was  to  form  a  general  organization  to 
safeguard  the  peace  and  promote  the  lomrai*  wel¬ 
fare  of  nations  and  their  people  .  ,  .  .  At  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  the  State  Department  made  another  Innovation 
which  is  truly  revolutionary,  for  Secretary  Stcttinius 
invited  42  national  non-governmental  organizations 
in  the  United  States  each  to  name  one  delegate  and 
two  asoocialoa  to  he  oficially  related  to  the  Con¬ 
ference.  The  churches  and  religious  agencies  were 
strongly  represented  by:  American. Jewish  Commit¬ 
tee,  American  Jewish  Conference.  Catholic  Amoria 
lion  for  International  Pence,  Church  Peace  I'nion. 
federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  us  Amen- 

co.  National  Catholic  Welfare  Conference . \ 

hundred  and  twenty-six  representatives  served  as 
consultants  to  the  American  delegation  .... 

“The  conference  laid  the  foundations  for  a  new 
world  order r 

Mr.  Dulles  long  committed  to  subordinating  the 
United  States  to  world  socialism  snd  world  government, 
la  I Im  man  to  whom  iWdrnt  Eisenhower  has  left  prae 
tic  ally  full  control  of  American  foreign  gelation*.  And, 
os  is  made  dear  above,  one  of  the  worst  enemies  of 
.  -American  independence  la  The  National  Council  of 
^  burrh»^jjmded  by  scheming  political  clerics  os  ragnr 

W  hen  we  remember  the  substantial  triumph  of  in¬ 
ternationalism  and  un- Americanism  in  the  Sonmd  Seo 
•  s ton  of  the  85th  Congress  just  closed,  we  should  note 
that  this  National  Council  of  Qmrchsu  (contributions  to 
which  are  deductible  before  Federal  income  taxes)  has 


long  ln*cn  working  lo  brine  about  just  them*  results 
through  Ha  multitude  of  local  units. 

If  you  arc  a  Proteatant,  is  your  church  or  your  de¬ 
nomination  affiliated  with  the  National  Council?

But  Mr.  Bundy's  book  indicates  that  the  National 
Council  is  devoting  moat  of  its  lime  and  thought  to  the 
things  that  are  Caesar's.
